speaker, o£ note and power: with a 
pleasing aftermath of class day exer- 
cises, met with the approval of an 
audience which as usual on this most 
a\!spictous occasion, packed Faurot's 
opera house last liight. 


Thirty bright young men acd wo- 


men, capped and gowned, have finish- 
ed the course and are now on the 
threshold of. a.nevr life, some perhaps 
to impart rfiu knuw-'icuse TvUh -^hk-h 
their minds are stored, others to reap 
futther profit through tlie advanced 
education o£ colleges or universities, 
and still others to enter the swirl of 
business life in competition with older 
and more experienced lieails, but none 
better prepared to combat with chance 
adversity. 


The class day features arc full of 


variety and spice, and their local sig- 
nificance mates them far more pleas- 
ing to. the average audience than the 
polished essay, breathing philosophy 
and history which as a rule goes back 
far enough to be in speaking distance 
>vith the Greeks and Romans. Let 
the dead ftttry the dead and shelve the 
oration with the diploma, but give the 
relatives and friends of the graduates, 
as well as those who ars interested for 
educations sake, more of the choice 
bits of originality aad biting, but 
friendly^ sarcasm vhich. made last 
night's Occasion one of unusual in- 
tersst. 


The annua! address, if delivered by 


one who has the oratory and humor to 
serve him well as a lecturer, will find 
in the audience as *ager ears: as in the 
class v,-lueh his remarks are supposed 
to be driven at directly, and the in- 
troduction of that feature, which la 
now being accepted generally, was 
supported in such an .emphatic man- 
ner by the Lima audience as to almost 
demand its adoption as t permanent 
feature of the graduating: exercises. 


Dr. Dan MiHikin, physician, sur- 


geon and platform orator, was intro- 
duced to a Liow audience 3ast night, 
not for the first time, but nenrer'- under 
more flattering conditions. His re- 
call to Lima was suggested on account 
of the impression he miwle when he 
addressed the Northwestern Teachers 
Association in this city, and he hit 
upon a happy Jj'jbject when be chose 
for his topic, "Seatterbrains," sugges- 
tivtt enough .in its meaning without 
need of in terpretation.

He condemned in his attitude the: 


"seatterbrain" path, a little of which 
could go. a long way, and preached 
the idea of concentration early in life, 
that. it., would not be necessary after 
wasteful: years to gather together ana 
patch up the fragments of a mind that 
had been, led astray by a constant pat- 
ronage of mental or physical diver- 
sions,. 
. 


The speaker struck a hard blow at. 


the late novel, which he condemned 
as entirely too romantic and without 
enough of possibility. 
"The romance 


of today,, ground out, to order when the 
market demands it, is along one well 
beaten path. A shipwreck, a titled 
foreigner, a few Indians, a little sword 
play, long top boots which fa!! grace- 
fully, down from the hips, some old 
armour and a villian or two, consti- 
tute'the absorbing features of the 
book which floods the country by the 
millions providing the author gets his- 
puppets to moving tragically and then 
secures, the right publisher. Tlu- 
brain ;is scattered by such reading 
and while i am a fiend for fiction and 
little concerned when 
it comes to 


facts, it is a relief to get back to the 
Teal novel-which is full of incident and 
yet has. a plot, the fashioning of which 
breathes of the possible."
